Pasia said he had written his sister two 
weeks ago to inform her of the group's 
fundraising plan to reforest portions of the 
17,000-sq-km bay. The group is expecting a 
favorable response soon. 

“She's always open to good causes... and 
she usually takes her annual vacation 
around March or April so she might agree 
to it and be here,” Pasia told reporters dur- 
ing the monthly Kamayen para sa Ka- 
likasan at the Kamayan restaurant on Edsa 
yesterday. 

‘Showing off his cap with a White House 
label, a souvenir item from Comerford, Pa- 
sia announced Pamarcon's plan to sponsor 


an affair aboard the floating restaurant. His 
sister would cook and prepare a full-course 
meal set at dusk, a perfect time to watch 
the poetic sunset at Manila Bay. 

Comerford, 42, was chosen from hun- 
dreds of applicants to head the executive 
kitchen of the White House in August last 
year. The naturalized US citizen was assis- 
tant chef at the White House for 10 years

“Atthis time, we lack corroborating informa- 
tion suggesting that al-Qaida is prepared to at- 
tack the United States in the near term,” 
Homeland Security spokesperson Michelle 
Petrovich said. “But we recognize that al-Qaida 
remains committed to striking the homeland.” 

The national terror threat level currently 
stands at yellow, the middle of five grades, 
signifying an elevated risk of attack. The gov- 
‘ernment has raised the alert level to orange, 
signaling a high threat risk, seven times since. 
the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

Intelligence officials believe the tape was 
recorded last month. Before its release after a 
year's silence, al-Qaida's No. 2 leader, Ayman, 
al-Zawahri, has served as the terror network's 
public face. 

The recording was released only days after. 
US missile attacks in Pakistan that Pakistani 
officials said killed four senior al-Qaida oper- 
atives among 18 victims in a border village. 

‘CIA analysts verified the recording as Bin 
Laden's voice. They offered no details about how 
they reached that conclusion, but in the past the 
agency has verified authenticity in part by com- 
paring new recordings to earlier messages. 


Al-Qaida ‘hobbled’ 

‘Cheney said the tape showed that al-Qaida 
had been hobbled, because "they didn't have 
the ability to do anything on video" and be- 
cause it had been so long since Bin Laden had 
been heard from. 

He said the tape's significance depended in 
part on whether it was determined to have 
been produced in recent days or weeks or 
pieced together from the more distant past. 

However, Cheney saw a continued threat 
from al-Qaida 

“We sce ample evidence of continued plotting 
against the United States,” the vice president 
said in an interview with Fox News Channel “I 
think we have to assume that the threat is going 
to continue for a considerable period of time. 
Even if Bin Laden were no longer to Бе а factor, | 
stil think we'd have problems with al-Qaida." 

Homeland Security officials alerted states 
about Bin Laden's comments in a routine call 
Thursday morning, Petrovich said. 

Tn Los Angeles, Mayor Antonio Villaraigosa 
said city police deployed additional resources. 
at the airport and "posted signs indicating 
that bomib-sniffing dogs and searches will oc 
cur frequently" He described the measures as 
precautionary, as the city had received no 
known threats. 

"The Port of Los Angeles and the Department 
of Water and Power also planned precautionary 
measures, according to Villaraigosa's statement. 


No alarms 

Sharon Gang, a spokesperson for District of 
Columbia Mayor Anthony A. Williams, said 
the national capital was not raising its terror 
alert level. Across the Potomac River in Vir- 
ginia, the information triggered no alarms, 
Said Steve Mondul, the state's deputy pre- 
paredness director. 

“The basic header we put on it was, every- 
опе should be a йе more alert, and watch 
this space for further instructions," said Mon- 
dul, who participated in the Homeland Secu- 
rity call and then passed on the information to 
Virginia law enforcement, military, health 
and transportation agencies, 

‘There has been much speculation in the 
past year about Bin Laden's whereabouts and 
‘even whether he was alive. 

"The tape apparently provides no definitive. 
answers to either question, but there was spec- 
ulation it might have been an attempt to show 
supporters that Bin Laden was still around. 

"He has made threats before, but there 
hasn't been a public utterance for a long time. 
and for that reason no one is being dismissive 
about i" said one counterterror official 
speaking on condition of anonymity while the 
tape was being analyzed.

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Salonga offers to patch up feuding LP factions

nient way" to lay the ground for the impo-

"The analyst viewed the escape as an 
"isolated incident" and doused specula- 
tions a coup was being cooked up by 
clandestine military factions, which had 
been closely watching developments.

‘When asked if he was willing to head the 
transition council, Estrada said yes, then 
(quickly added that he would retire from pub- 
lic office once the job of the transition council 
was completed. He said he no longer had any 
interest to become head of state. 

‘The former President said representatives 
from major sectors of society should form a 
council and run the transition government for 
2 period of 14 to 18 months. He added that 
once the transition government had done its 
‘work, all council members shall forever be 
banned from seeking public office. 

"The avowed task of the council shall be com- 
pleted within the specified period so that a new 
government truly elected by the people could 
Take ove” said Estrada, who was overwhelm- 
ingly elected into the presidency in 1998. 

Estrada explained that the council for the 
brief transition period would be the country's 
policy-making body. It would be responsible 
for the abolition of Congress, the major re- 
vamp in the judiciary, the Ombudsman, the 
‘Commission on Elections and other constitu- 
tional bodies. 


Power of the pen 

He said the transition government should 
form a constitutional commission, composed 
ofthe best minds in the country. 

"Members of this commission shall be ap- 
pointed only after the names have been sub- 


mitted by the major sector representatives 
‘and they will not be eligible to run in the first 
local and national elections to be held under 
the new Constitution,” Estrada stressed. 

"The signature campaign for Estrada's restora- 
tion to the presidency would start in February, 
son said. The signatures would be presented to 
the United Nations and the Association of South- 
east Asian Nations to gather international sup 
port to the restore Erap" campaign. 

“We are going to use the power of the pen. 
‘The pen is mightier than the sword. We don't 
‘want to resort to violence (in asking that Estra- 
da be restored to the presidency)," Joson said 
at yesterday's assembly of groups supportive of 
the former leader inside UP Diliman.

Chirac threatens to use nuke arms against ‘terrorist’ states 


ПЕ LONGUE MILITARY BASE, 
France President Jacques Chirac for the 
first time Thursday raised the threat of a 
nuclear strike on any state that launches 
"tetrorist" attacks against France. 

He also said France's doctrine of nuclear. 
deterrence has been extended to protect 
the country's “strategic supplies,” taken to 
mean ой. 

“Leaders of any state that uses terrorist 
means against us, as well as any that may 


be envisaging—in one way or anoth- 
er—using weapons of mass destruction, 
must understand that they would be ex- 
posing themselves to a firm and appropri- 
ate response on our behalf,” he said. 

"That response could be conventional it 
‘could also be of another nature,” Chirac said 
in a clear reference to nuclear weapons dur- 
ing a visit to a French nuclear base in the 
northwestern region of Brittany. 

‘The president said he was extending the 


definition of “vital interests” protected by 
France's nuclear umbrella to include allies 
and “strategic supplies.” 

‘The French press understood “strategic 
supplies" to include oll, Le Monde newspa- 
per said that was aimed “probably also at 
those countries from which France imports 
partofits energy needs.” 

"if, theoretically, such interests were 
threatened by regional powers—Iran, North 
Korea?—France would react,” the daly said. 


Thé Frénch president, however, did not 
single ot any country in his speech. 

He did indicate, though, that the previ- 
ous Cold War stance of threatening mas 
sive and widespread: destruction against 
enemies had been changed to a doctrine 
permitting a graduated and limited nucle- 
ar response. 

“Faced with a regional power, our choice 
is not between doing nothing and annihi- 
lating it," he said. AFP 


Google, US government clash over online search requests 


SBN FRANCISCO— GOOGLE INC. IS RE. 
buffing the Bush administration's demand 
fora peek at what millions of people have. 
been looking up on the Internet's leading 
search engine—a request that underscores 
the potential for online databases to be- 
come tools of the government. 

Google has refused to comply with a 
White House subpoena first issued last 
summer, prompting US Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzales this week to aska federal 
judge in San Jose for an order to force а 


handover of the requested records. 

‘The government wants a list of all re- 
quests entered into Google's search engine. 
during an unspecified single week—a 
breakdown that could conceivably span 
tens of millions of queries. In addition, it 
seeks 1 million randomly selected Web ad- 
dresses from various Google databases. 

Tn court papers that the San Jose Mer- 
cury News reported on after seeing them. 
Wednesday, the Bush administration de- 
picts the information as vital in its effort to 


restore online child protection laws that 
have been struck down by the US Supreme 
Court. 

Google competitor Yahoo Inc., which 
runs the Internet’s second-most used 
search engine, confirmed Thursday that it 
had complied with a similar government 
subpoena 

Although the government says it isn't 
seeking any data that ties personal infor- 
mation to search requests, the subpoena 
still raises serious privacy concerns, ex- 
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perts said; especially considering recent 
revelations that the White House autho- 
rized eavesdropping on domestic civilian 
‘communications after ће Sept. 11 attacks 
without obtaining court approval. 

"Search engines now play such an im- 
portant part in our daily lives that many 
people probably contact Google more of 
ten than they do their own mother," said 
‘Thomas Burke, a San Francisco attorney 
‘who has handled several prominent cases 
involving privacy issues.

Nasa spacecraft the size and shape of a concert pi- 
ano hurled Thursday toward Pluto on a Sbillion- 
J joumey to the solar system's last unexplored 
planeta voyage so long that some of the scien- 
tists who wil be celebrating its arrival are just tak- 
ing their fist physics cass. 

"The New Horizons spacecraft blasted off 
aboard an Atlas V rocket in a spectacular start 
to the $700 million (euroS79.81 million) mis- 
sion. Though it is the fastest spacecraft ever 
launched, capable of reaching 57,924 kph, it 
will take 9% years to reach Pluto and the 
frozen, sunless reaches of the solar system. 

"God has laid out the solar system in a way 
that requires a certain amount of patience on. 
the part of those who choose to explore it," 
Nasa administrator Michael Griffin said.

The probe, powered by 10.8 kg of plutoni- 
um, will not land on Pluto but will photo- 
graph it, analyze its atmosphere and send da- 
ta back across the solar system to Earth.

Pluto is the only planet discovered by a US 
citizen, Clyde Tombaugh in 1930, though 
some astronomers dispute its right to be 
called a planet. It isa celestial oddball—an icy 
dwarf unlike the rocky planets of Mercury, 
Venus, Earth and Mars and the gaseous plan- 
ets of Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune.

ugh's ashes. His 93-year-old widow, 
Patricia, was in tears as she watched the liftoff 
from about four miles away, said daugh 
Annette Tombaugh-Sitze, who arrived wit 
her family from New Mexico.

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Resurgent insurgency 


VEN AS THE ARMED FORCES OF THE PHILIP- 
E pines can't seem to shake off the monsters haunt- 
ing the organization—corruption, political med- 
dling, restiveness in its ranks (the Magdalo mutiny is on- 
fy one manifestation), among other things—the New 
People’s Army seems to be quickly regaining lost 
ground. 
* Only last Jan. 15, communist guerrillas raided the 
provincial jail in Batangas City to spring 
‘EDITORIAL nine of their comrades in what was, per- 
haps, the most daring, brazen and well- 
planned NPA attack in recent years. The rebels, wearing 
military uniforms, pretended they were on a mission to 
(urn over two prisoners and arrived at the provincial jail 
фп board several vehicles, one of which bore a govern- 
ment plate. On the same day, NPA rebels ambushed a mil- 
itary convoy in Motiong, Samar, killing four soldiers and 
wounding eight others. Earlier on Jan. 6, rebels took over 
the police station in Albuera, Leyte, and carted away 30 
firearms. In a separate attack launched that day, the guer- 
rillas killed five policemen and three civilians in Claveria, 
Masbate. Last Jan. 2, armed men believed to be NPA 
Tebels killed the police chief of Matnog, Sorsogon, and 
wo other persons. 

‘The January attacks are apparently a continuation of 
the NPA offensive that started after the Arroyo adminis- 
tration suspended the Joint Agreement on Safety and Im- 
‘munity Guarantee (Jasig) in August 2005, following the 
Communist Party of the Philippines’ refusal to resume 
peace negotiations. NPA spokesman Gregorio “Ka Roger” 
Rosal has boasted in an interview that the communists 
fave initiated more than 200 attacks since then. Most of 
the attacks took the form of ambuscades of security forces 
and raids on military detachments or camps, paramilitary 
‘outposts and police stations, a number of them staged al- 
most simultaneously or within hours of each other, albeit 
in different places. 

‘The NPA attacks are worth noting not only because 
they are coming with greater frequency and with increas- 
ing boldness but also because they seem to indicate the 
rebel forces’ growing strength and the wider popular sup- 
port they are getting. Rosal has boasted that the latest at- 
tacks “were mere curtain raisers,” and vowed that “more 
solid blows will be dealt upon the fascist forces to height- 
en the fall of the despotic US-Arroyo regime.” 

Rosal explains the Maoist insurgency’s newfound 
strength by saying their guerrilla fronts have “mastered 
the strategy of consolidating forces to successfully carry 
ош the desired goal in tactical offensives ... a plus factor 
to their growing strength and combat capabilities.” 

Such mastery, if indeed this has been achieved by the 
tommunist militants, may have greatly improved the suc- 
fess rate of NPA attacks. But the government would be 
better served if it looked elsewhere to find out where the 
NPAs renewed energy springs from. 

Rosal says one factor that has helped ensure “success- 

ful guerrilla offensives" is the widespread support of the 
masses. But why would the masses be drawn to an ideol- 
bgy that has been discredited by the decline and fall of 
the Soviet Union, by China’s—and more recently Viet- 
mam's— increasingly successful experiment with capital- 
ism, by recurring famines in North Korea, by supply 
şhortages in Cuba, and most painfully, by the “killing 
fields” that Pol Pot created in communist Cambodia in 
the 1970s and by the CPP-NPA's own bloody purge of its 
Tanks in the 1980s? Why would the masses side with 
enemies of the state,” when the government says it has 
¢leared the runaway of obstructions and the economy is 
Teady for takeoff? 
* Could it be that the Filipino masses have not heard ог 
фо not appreciate what their government is doing for 
them? Or is it because, despite the administration's fre- 
Quent reaffirmation of its intention to improve their lot, a 
growing number of Filipinos remain poor and hungry? 

‘Widespread poverty is bad enough. What makes the sit- 
tration worse is continuing government neglect and inad- 
equate basic social services, coupled with military abuses. 
and violations of the human rights of ordinary citizens. If 
the resurgence of the communist insurgency is anything 
{о go by, then we may be back to where we were during 
the final years of the Marcos dictatorship. That was the 
time when the government earned the well-deserved rep- 
wtation as the principal recruiter for the NPA. 


The difficulties of changing the Constitution 


THERE WAS A TAGALOG MOVIE SHOWN DUR 
ing the early 1930s that was completely forget- 
table except for its intriguing title. It was called 
"GX" and had йз own charismatic appeal. 
Somehow Ihave given it a sinister meaning and 
associate it now with the three figures desperate- 
iy anxious to revise the present Constitution. The 
3 is President Macapagal-Arroyo, and the 2 X's 
are former President Fidel V Ramos and Speaker 
Jose de Venecia. They want the change done by 
the middle ofthis year. 

The Abueva Commission created by GMA 
has come up wich the proposal to extend the 
terms of all elective officials until the end of 
her own term in 2010. Ir is an absurd brain- 
child, probably mothered by President Arroyo 
herself, to make the intended replacement of 
the present government with the parliamen- 
tary system more palatable. it has met with 
widespread disdain except from the intended 
beneficiaries who will, if they succeed in hav- 
ing it accepted, have a free ride to their present. 
positions for another three years. 

"The object of the Commission is obviously to 
please Ms Arroyo if not, more realistically, to 
obey her instructions. Ramos is among those 
who have denounced the shocking plot and 
has given the President an ultimatum to reject 
it before a fixed deadline that he has lately ex- 
tended, as expected; his characteristic excuse 
is that he is “flexible.” De Venecia, for his part, 
agrees with GMA that it is all up to Congress, 
the lower House of which is under the Speak- 
ers (and the President's) thumb. It is a notori- 
ous fact that anything personally beneficial to 
йз members, like the swinish pork barrel, is 
welcomed by them with greedy approval 

"The X3X are united on the need to revise the 
Constitution, not necessarily for the good of 
the country They have their own personal 
agenda that are hard to disguise. GMA is 
scheming to remain in power and redeem her- 
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self under the parliamentary system. De Vene- 
cia is hoping to enter Malacafiang through the. 
back door with the support of his pampered 
Rainbow Coalition that is easy to seduce. 
Ramos says he will not run for the Parliament. 
to be its prime minister if it is created, but this 
assurance may also be “flexible.” 

The three are certain of their persuasive 
abilities and do not seem to be worried over 
the constitutional obstacles. Sen. Joker P Ar- 
royo has thrown cold water on their uneducat- 
ed designs and says they cahiior change the 
charter without the participation of the Sen- 
ate. Simply put, the Senate will never agree to 
commit suicide with the creation of a unicam- 
eral Parliament that will demote such out- 
standing senators as Lito Lapid and Bong Re- 
villa as political wash-outs suddenly outside 
the kulambo. I can imagine some wags saying, 
"So much the better and good riddance!” 

‘According to De Venecia and his horsemen, 
the Constitution provides that it may be re- 
vised or amended directly by three-fourths of 
all the members of Congress acting as a con- 
stituent assembly or by a constitutional con- 
vention to be called by two-thirds of all the 
members of Congress. As it does not say that 
the two chambers shall vote separately, the re- 
quired votes may all come from the House of 
Representatives despite the opposition of the. 
outnumbered Senate. 

The strict constructionists argue that the 
Constitution must be interpreted literally and 


would have categorically said so ifit wanted the 
two chambers to vote separately as it did in, say, 
the declaration of a state of war The counterar- 
gument is that Congress being a bicameral 
Body, its two chambers should vote separately, 
even ifthe Constitution does not specifically say 
о. will have something to say about this rather 
illogical submission in a later column. 

“The other allegedly available method is eas? 
ily dismissible. The advocates of charter 
change are threatening to use as an irresistible 
alternative the right of the people to directly 
change the Constitution through the initiative) 
allowed under Art. XVI Sec. 2 ofthe Constitu 
tion. The vote needed is only 12 percent of tha 
total number of registered voters, of which eve 
ery legislative district must be represented by 
t least 3 percent of its registered voters. They

"The presi is Grrec but its intepreatiod 
is erroneous. The Constitution may be revise 
or amended by Congress or a constitutional 
convention under Art. XVII, Sec. 1, but only 
amendments, or piece-meai changes, may ba 
effected by initiative under Sec. 2. The coms 
templated change of the government from 
presidential to parliamentary will involve а re 
Mision and not a mere amendment. Irs like 
overhauling the entire engine compared to just 
repairing the alternator. 

The problems here presented may ultimate, 
ly be elevated to the Supreme Court, where the, 
majority of the members owe thelr appoint 
ment to President Arroyo. There is the strong 
Suspicion that their decision will not be impar: 
tial, but do not share that doubt, At any rate 
let us keep our fingers crossed. A reliable. 
gauge of their independence will be their rul- 
їп on the ong pending challenge to Executive 
Order No. 464 that the nation is awaiting with 
bated breach. 


What games are the military playing? А 


1DONT KNOW WHAT KIND OF GAMES THE 
military is or has been playing. But whatever 
they are, they can't be good for us ordinary 
mortals or, for that matter, the country. Mi 
over, they don’t reflect well on the military it- 
sel. 

kem: The military intelligence service has 
been neck-deep in the wiretapping of persons, 
both in govemment and in the opposition, who 
cannot, even under the most contorted of men- 
tal gymnastics, be considered to be military ог 
national security risks. Which means it either 
decided to get involved in partisan political ac- 
tivities ог allowed itself to be used for private. 
gain. There has surely been abuse of authority 
here, and yet those who are responsible still 
have not been identified after six months of 
supposed investigation, much less charged, if 
only with “conduct unbecoming an officer and 
gentleman.” 

rem: The Oakwood Mutiny took place in 
July 2003, The depredations of Maj. Gen. Car- 
los Garcia came to light in January 2005 (one. 
and a half years later). The court martial of 
Garcia has been completed and he has been 
found guilty of "conduct unbecoming an offi 
cer and a gentleman" and sentenced to two 
years of hard labor, which, we are told, consists 
of sweeping his environs. But the court martial 
of the officers involved in the 2003 mutiny, 
who are also charged with "conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman,” has still not 
been completed. Question: How difficult is it 
to decide that someone's conduct is unbecom- 
ing, which presumably can range from palm- 
ing a CD from a store to stealing close to half a 
billion pesos? Does the difficulty lie with the 
officer part, or the gentleman рап?

31 officers involved in the Oakwood mutiny, 
except for the three considered to be the 
ringleaders (Antonio Trillanes, Milo Maestre- 
campo, Gerardo Gambala).

Item: There is no way anyone could have es- 
ceaped from the area in which the escapees 
were being held, according to Te and Saguisag. 
Thus, the escape was no escape. It was an exit 
done with the help of military authorities. The 
four needn't have announced that they had 
help from other soldiers, it was obvious. Their. 


statement was clearly for psy-war purposes. 

So now К must be obvious that che military 
is playing some deep games (unless they are 
just totally inept and confused). What kind of 
games, who the players are, what side they are 
fn, and what the stakes are remain unclear. Ei- 
ther way, it is no wonder there is unrest and 
dissatisfaction among the young officers and 
therankand fle. 

But that does not let the Oakwood muti 
neers off the hook, much less the “escapee.”

Sen. Joker Arroyo was correct when he said, 
“Historically, US interest in the Philippines has al- 
ways been military, not economic and that remains 
unchanged up to the present" But this time, he

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DTI taps 
Internet cafés 
for name 
registration

‘THE DEPARTMENT OF TRADE AND INDUSTRY 
has tapped Internet café operators to facilitate 
the registration of business names. 

"Trade Secretary Peter B. Favila said the DTI 
was partnering with the Internet Café Associ- 
ations of the Philippines—who have offered 
their facilities and workforce—with the suc- 
cess of a pilot project in Rizal. 

Favila said the experience of DTI-Rizal in 
working with Internet café operators would 
be tried out in Metro Manila and then in other 
regions. 

"We have trained representatives of 18 
ICAP members operating (in the metropolis) 
‘on how to provide service on online reserva- 
tion of business names,” he said. "We would 
next train those doing business in other key 
urban areas nationwide.” 

Participating establishments include Ne- 
topia, Phoenix Internet Café, Green Sot Café, 
Fast Forward Internet Café, Warzone Internet 
Café, E-games, Chaiwinix, Teamnux, PC 
Lawust, PPN, 2525 Triple К Internet, 53M 
Computer Shop and IPVG. 

"This is one way of promoting e-gover- 
nance or making government service more 
accessible to the public and faster through the 
use ofthe Internet,” Favila said. 

Also, he said the cooperation with Intemet 
café operators would be an opportunity to push 
for the use of the WeBNRS—the government 
program for electronic business name registra- 
tion service—in applying for business names. 

"WeBNRS cuts the processing time sub- 
stantially because applicants would already 
be carrying with them pre-approved business 
names when they go to our registration sites,” 
he said. “Ifthe required documents are com- 
plete, applicants can get their business name 
‘certificates within 24 hours.” 

Earlier, the DTI announced that en- 
trepreneurs in Metro Manila could now regis- 
ter their business names in Consumer Welfare 
Centers in SM Megamall, SM North Edsa and 
SM Southall 

Aside from listing business names, en- 
trepreneurs could also amend, verify, cancel 
ог make optional their registration in the 
СИС. 

However, transactions related to customs 
brokers license and service and repair shops 
accreditations would not be entertained in 
the malls as these must be processed in the 
DTP regional center in Makati City. 

The CWCs are part of efforts to cut the long 
lines in the DTI's Makati office, where a "del 
uge” of registrants troop to especially at the 
startof the year. 

"The National Capital Region alone account 
for up to 40 percent of the total number of 
registrations nationwide. 

‘From January to October 2005, DTI NCR 
approved 78,484 of the total 252,208 busi- 
ness names registered nationwide.

"ou may call it defiance, but 
the word evokes a lot of anger or 
aggressiveness. For us, it simply 
shows our consistency in holding 
our views," Ist Lt. Francisco Ash- 


ley Acedillo, the group's appoint- 
ed spokesperson, told the Ingum- 
sx on Thursday. 

Tt was a day after four of their 
comrades in the Army escaped 
from detention in Fort Bonifacio.

‘What began as an experiment in 
building one home for one poor 
family has, in recent years, be- 
‘come a multisectoral effort in n 
tion-building.

Currently, there are 
around 650 communities nation- 
wide, with more sites being 
opened regularly.

Tokyo bans US 
beef imports anew 


TOKYO—SHOCK AND WORRY SPREAD IN 
Japan on Saturday after Tokyo reimposed a 
ban on US beef imports over mad cow con- 
cerns. One leading fast food chain shelved 
plans to resume serving a popular beef dish 
and consumers said they felt betrayed. 

Japan, the biggest foreign market for 
American beef, last month lifted a ban on im- 
ports imposed in 2003 after a US case of mad 
cow disease, The ban had become an irritant 
їп otherwise close bilateral ties, prompting 
strong pressure from Washington. 

‘Tokyo finally lifted the ban under strict con- 
ditions, including stipulations that materials 
believed to carry a higher risk of mad cow dis- 
ease, such as spinal cord tissue, be removed. 

Officials said on Friday, however, that a to- 
tal of 390 kg of beef imported from a New 
York meatpacker had been found to contain 
spinal material when it was inspected at 
‘Tokyo's Narita airport. 

‘The announcement raised questions about 
the initial decision to lift the ban and the over- 
all trustworthiness of US products, topics sure 
to be high on the agenda when US Deputy 
Secretary of State Robert Zoellick visits Japan 
from late Saturday. 

"^ feel a little betrayed,” said Takayoshi 
Sakamoto, 34, who works for a personnel 
management firm. 

"They promised they would check things, 
but this is what happened," he added. "I сап 
tell you that even when US beef is back on the 
shelves again, I won't really want to buy it.”

He often referred to himself as the messiah 
during his imprisonment. 

Арса served 19 years in Italian jails before 
being forgiven by the pope in 1999 and par- 
doned by the Vatican in 2000, which allowed 
for his extradition to Turkey. There he was 
sentenced to 36 years in jail for a murder and 
other crimes committed in the 1970s. 

Late last year, a court found that the time 
һе had spent in Italy as well as a 2000 
amnesty law should be applied to his sen- 
tence, and that he should be released after 
serving five years, six months and 27 days.

| from the various witnesses invited by the Senate to 

shed light on the wiretapping scandal, was not rev- 

elatory. Even Sen, Rodolofo Biazon, chair of the Commit- 

tee on National Defense and Security, found himself vir- 

tually apologizing for the hearing’s “non-explosive” char- 
acter. 

But the information that came out from that hearing 

was confirmatory; it validated (a) news 
EDITORIAL stories disclosing the possible role of 

the military's intelligence unit in tar- 
geted wiretapping operations, and (b) growing public 
perception that military units were in fact involved in par- 
tisan political activity. 

"The sound bite of the day belonged to ex-Commodore 
Rex Robles, who was intimately involved in the tumul- 
tuous and ultimately failed history of the Reform the 
Armed Forces Movement. ‘I'm here and I'm sitting un- 
comfortably because, as we listen to the tapes or the 
recordings, the more I feel that we have an intelligence 
agency that has deteriorated, probably beyond repair.” 
He was, of course, referring to the Intelligence Service of 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines, or Isafp. 

His words carried considerably more weight than those 
of his fellow RAM leader, the always articulate ex-Sen 
Gregorio Honasan, if only because he has successfully ne- 
gotiated the transition to neutrality; he is today a security 
expert, often sought for his security analyses. 

By linking political influence and military conduct, 
Honasan actually phrased the issue best: “It is grossly un- 
fair—in fact, 1 think it is criminal—for civilian authority 
or politicians to inflict this on an institution that is man- 
dated to be apolitical.” But then, through the backdoor of 
politically loaded language, he allowed partisanship to 
enter the discussion: “Soldiers are not praetorian guards 
of any individual or group. They are soldiers of the ЕП 
ipino people." (He could not have been unaware of the 
political resonance of that last sentence.) 

In truth, most of the witnesses were from the political 
opposition: Honasan, who handled the campaign securi- 
ty for the late movie icon Fernando Poe Jr; retired Gen. 
Rodolfo Canieso, who supported presidential candidate 
Sen. Panfilo Lacson; and Mira Dumlao, Honasan’s secre- 
tary. The lopsidedness reflects the effect of Executive Or- 
der No. 464, which prevents government or military offi- 
cials from testifying in Congress without the express ap- 
proval of the President. It also reflects the likely focus of 
the wiretapping operation: the target, for the most part, 
was the opposition. 

(How explain the wiretaps on ex-election commission- 
er Virgilio Garcillano? The most plausible answer: He was 
suspected of playing the field, and was tapped precisely 
to monitor his political loyalty.) 

‘The Isafp has since denied any such wiretapping opera- 
tion. Brig. Gen, Marlu Quevedo, Isafp chief, said it was 
not even possible to tap cellular phones. He said his unit's 
wiretapping capacity was “limited” to land lines, the 
equipment for tapping mobile phones being too expen- 
sive, 

Now this is a definite improvement on the previous AFP 
claim that Isafp has no wiretapping capacity at all. But it 
does not put paid to the issue. Responding to the allega- 
tions by Marietta Santos—one of Isafp agent Vidal 
Dobles mistresses and a witness in Thursday's hear- 
ing—that she had seen just such a cellular phone inter- 
ceptor in the Isafp's "blue room," Quevedo inexplicably 
turned legalistic: "We need evidence to prove that.” 

Either Isafp has the equipment, or it doesn't. "We" don't 
need a lengthy adversarial process to know the truth. All 
we need is for President Macapagal-Arroyo to allow 
Quevedo to appear before the Senate committee, even if 
in executive session. 

Asitis, with only generic denials. from Quevedo and the 
AFP’s spokesman, we are left contemplating a civil-rights 
nightmare: A politicized (or mercenary) Isafp, preying on 
those who happen to be on the wrong side.

ON JUNE 14 LAST YEAR, THE NATION WAS SET 
to commemorate the 60th anniversary of the Bat- 
Че for Bessang Pass. I was in this place where Fil- 
ipino guerrilla forces, under Col. Russell Volk- 
"hann, routed Japanese units led by Lt. Gen. 
Yoshiharu Ozaki in a battle that has been de- 
scribed by historians as "a sizzling infemo 
With heroism a common sight." It was a major vic- 
{bry for Filipino fighters during World War I, per- 
haps, the greatest victory for a purely Filipino 
‘combat force which lacked the heavy weapons or- 
ganic to American units. Bessang Pass is located 
fear the town of Cervantes in the eastern part of 
Tocos Sur, some 12 kilometers away from Tirad 
Pass, (Gen. Gregorio Del Pilar made his famous 
last stand at Tirad Pass against advancing US 
forces in hot pursuit of Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo 
during the Philippine-American waz) 

"To mark this important event, the government 
invited prominent national officials and foreign 
dignitaries to attend the ceremonies at Bessang 
Pass. As а precaution, army troops from the 50% 
Tnfantry Battalion were sent to the area to secure. 
the site for the participants 

‘On Monday June 13, as the troops were pro- 
ceeding toward the town of Cervantes, they were 
ambushed by elements of the New Peoples Army 
Nine soldiers were killed, and three wounded, in- 
ding the team leader, 2nd Lt. Emmanuel асау. 
"The ceremonies were cancelled and the Battie for 
Bessang Pass was forgotten. To this dare, Lam not 
aware of any senior officer who has been pun- 
ished for such an embarrassment involving na- 
tional honor and вті. 

‘rom an operational point of view, one can only 
Jay the blame for the unfortunate incident on com- 
placency, non-observance of basic rules in troop 
movement through infiltrated areas, poor intelli- 
fence work, and less than dedicated leadership. 

Last week, I mentioned that 2005 was a teri 
ble year for the Armed Forces of the Philippines.

Thost recognized, admired, innovative and best 
performing telecommunication companies”; 
Spurring investor interest in the Philippines by 
bringing First Pacific Company and other foreign. 
investors into the Philippines; and for an “out 
standing career that spans business, academe, 
charitable, non-government, arts and culture, 
sports and health organizations." 


IN A TALK before youth leaders last month, 
Pangilinan shared his personal vision of what 
business leadership was all about. Business 
leaders, he said, have the obligation “to en- 
gage in your own activism—one that hopefully 
‘emphasizes poverty reduction.,.and lightens 
‘upon politics." 

‘When First Pacific invested in PLDT seven 
years ago, he recalled, "we faced a massive task 
Of turning it around. There were plenty of critics 
who told us that we couldn't change the culture. 
‘of monopoly, that corruption in PLDT couldn't 
be eradicated, that our fixed lines had no future. 


The tragedy of people power 


ТТ IS AMAZING HOW PEOPLE POWER, A FORM 
of non-violent political action that Filipinos acci 
dentally developed in their struggle against adic 
tatorship, has suddenly become an embarrass- 
ment to its inventors. Rather than draw strength 
and renewed commitment from йз remem- 
brance, those who mounted it, only feel disgust 
now. Ив prime beneficiaries—those who came to 
power on its wings—fear it above all. Instead of 
heroism, they associate it with recklessness. In 
stead of the sacrifice, they only see the bid for 
power. Unable to praise it, they denigrate it. Such 
is the tragedy of people power. 

‘A group of activists from Akbayan and Laban ng 
Masa dutifully showed up the other day at the Peo- 
ple Power Monument, with placards bearing the 
single message: "Spirit of Edsa betrayed by Glo- 
ria" Implicit in that note at least is a continuing be- 
lief in some Edsa spirit, however we may under- 
stand it. In contrast, Malacafiang would rather for- 
get all about Edsa. Presidential Spokesman Igna- 
Чо Bunye says “the people are losing faith in peo- 
ple power” dismissing it as “reckless gambles at 
power” How perspectives shift with ime! 

"What happened? The skepticism arises from 
two basic sources, The first is ће natural confu- 
sion between the action and its outcomes. The 
second is the amorphous and ephemeral nature. 
‘of people power itself. 

If we examine the events leading to Edsa 1 in 
February 1986 and Edsa П in January 2001, we 
will note that the overthrow of both regimes was 
the culmination of a series of mass actions and 
‘media events that fed one another. A government 
is toppled and a new one is installed. People pow- 
tris responsible only for the former, It cannot be 
held accountable for the kind of government that 
is put in place upon the exit of the old one. The 
formation of a new government, even before the 
dust sertles, is typically the outcome of complex 
behind-the-scenes negotiations participated in by 
a motley group of mediators, powerbrokers, inst 
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ficers and men killed in action (KIA)—than at any 
time during the last 30 years of a seemingly end- 
less battle against insurgents and secessionist 
forces. In a similar period of one year alone, we 
lost as many soldiers as the Americans lost in Iraq, 
If we examine closely those casualty figures, they 
are mainly the result of ambushes similar to the 
one I just mentioned. 

Tt is no coincidence that 2005 was also a year 
marked by the growing politicization of our Armed 
Forces, and this is reflected in the casualties suf- 
fered by the Armed Forces in the field of battle. 

When military personnel are raised in an envi- 
ronment thet provides a premium for kowtowing 
to politicians, when officers are being moved 
around in a game of musical chairs under a "re- 
volving door” policy which takes into account 
mainly the interests of politicians, the Armed 
Forces is bound to suffer from a decline in its level 
of professionalism. This translates to a less effec- 
tive fighting force and leads to greater casualties. 


Last week, four Oakwood detainees—Capt. 
Nathaniel Rabonza, Ist Lieutenants Lawrence 
San Juan, Sonny Sarmiento and Patricio Bu 
midang-—escaped from a Fort Bonifacio deten- 
tion facility in the heart of the Army headquar 

ters. What could be a better measure of the level 
of professionalism existing in the Army today? 
‘The embarrassing escapade came after a similar 
incident, that happened only last month when 
Marine Captain Nicanor Faeldon left his captors 
in Makati City Earlier, 2nd Lt. Junnibert Tubo, al- 
зо with the Marines, flew the coop and, to this 
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There were times when we were tempted to let 
во our grip because it would have been easier to 
фе just comfortable with the way things always 
were... (But) we stayed the course in PLDT, made 
the tough and unpopular decisions and held 
firm our moral fiber.

Pangilinan joins a roster of previous 
awardees who compose the elite of the coun- 
туз business leaders and have headed some 
of the country's biggest and most admired 
‘companies and institutions. But “Management 
Man of the Year" isn't just a generic title be- 
cause so far, all of the awardees have been 
‘men. I don’t think this is necessarily the result 
of bias on the part of the jurors, but more likely 
а reflection of the absence (still) of women in 
the top tiers of management in this country. 

"Things are looking up, though. Singson hap- 
pens to be the first woman elected president of 
MAP though when Roberto de Ocampo was ap- 
pointed finance secretary, Cora dela Paz (now 
ESS chair) took over as president. If the wor- 
thies of MAP can bring themselves to vote in а 
woman as president, then perhaps the day 

m't too far away when a woman will be be- 
stowed this most prestigious award. 
LATE last year, I wrote about the search for recipi- 
‘ents of the "Silver Star for Women,” to be given. 
out on the occasion of the 25th Anniversary of the 
Women's Health Core Foundation. The “Silver 
Stars" were recently awarded, and Тт happy to 
mote that a number of the awardees are personal 
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tutional figures (business, church, military) and 
politicians. Some of these have close links with 
the social movements and organizations that 
sparked the mass actions. But many are mere bro- 
kers—self-styled technicians of the tansi- 
tion—who specialize in forging instant agree- 
ments and formulating egal solutions. 

"There is nothing wrong with people power: itis 
the purest expression of the democratic dicrum 
that sovereignty ultimately resides in the people. 
But, precisely because of its amorphous and 
ephemeral character, people power lacks the ca- 
pacity to assert its own authority Unlike the old so- 
alist movements that were driven by organized 
parties with clear visions and leadership struc- 
tures, the social movements that trigger todays 
people power explosions are at best coalitions of 
the loosest kind. They evaporate as soon as the im- 
mediate goal of toppling the government is 
achieved. They play only the most marginal role in 
the formation of the new government, and, iror 
cally, none at ай in the instiutionalization of the 
goals and values that they fought for. 

In a sense, people can hardly be faulted for 
folding their banners and going back to what they 
were doing as soon as ће crisis has passed. It is 
natural for them to wish to be freed of the respon- 
sibility of making dally decisions about govern- 
mental programs and policies. No appeal to ac 
tive citizenship can override their belief that the. 
responsibility for rebuilding a nation belongs 
‘mainly to the qualified and trustworthy leaders 
that the people have freely chosen. 
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day, he has not been captured. So there have ac- 
tually been three capers from the Oakwood 
group. Although Executive Secretary Eduardo Er- 
Rita was quoted as saying that he was not “overly 
alarmed” by the incident, the escape triggered а 
Palace meeting that lasted until 3 a.m. 

The Army commander, Lt. Gen. Hermogenes. 
Esperon Jr. told reporters that the military had 
known about the escape plans, but that the 
lawyer of the officers had engaged security offi- 
ciais in legal discussions which allowed the offi 
cers time to slip away.

Whatever happened to the 
principle of command responsibility? 

The latest Senate hearings on the wiretapping 
by our intelligence service confirms my observa- 

ns last week that Isafp is the most politicized 
unit in the AFP today. (For some reason, I am in- 
clined to believe Marietta Santos, girlfriend of 
"T/Sgt. Vidal Doble, rather than someone like Vir- 
gilio Garcillano.)

Its certainly a weakness of people power that 
it is impervious to institutionalization. Yet it is al- 
зо its strength. The lack of a power-orientation 
‘enables the struggle against an oppressive and/or 
dishonest regime to proceed without being ham- 
pered by questions of how to allocate power in 
the new dispensation. People implicitly trus in 
the good sense of the leaders they catapult to 
power. But if the past has any lesson to teach, it 
‘ean only be that trust is not enough. 

it В a powerful virtue that people protest be- 
cause the values they cherish are being violated, 
and not because they seek to replace those 
‘against whom they are protesting. But for a 
protest to have any enduring force, it must resist 
the temptation of giving up its advocacy—be it 
human rights, good government, or social equi- 
ty when the regime it is criticizing has col- 
lapsed. Protest must become a system of its own; 
И тш ceaselessly recruit its own supporters, and 
continue the analysis and criticism of society 
from the standpoint of its chosen value. 

Herein perhaps lies the vulnerability of the two 
failed Edsa governments of 1986 and 2001. In 
both instances, the new government that was put 
in place quickly tapped the leaders of the social 
movements for various positions. Their recruit 
ment was done on an individual basis, mostly as 
political compensation, rather than as an integral 
part ofa plan to implement a coherent and alter- 
native program. This immediately disarmed and 
demobilized the protest movements, which had 
‘served as the driving force of people power. The 
momentum of reform came to a halt as soon as 
government operations normalized. 

1с is difficult to imagine people power being 
pressed into a permanent organization. И may 
catalyze the formation of new parties and of new 
governments, but it cannot be wedded to the for- 
tunes of a party ora government.

Then Deputy Defense Secretary Paul Wolfowitz claimed that Lindsey's figure was a 
gross overestimation and that Iraq could "really finance its own reconstruction.” 
Like the Bush administration's intelligence on Saddam Hussein's 


destruction,” its estimate of the cost of the war was way off the mark. 


‘Joseph Stiglitz of the University of Columbia and Linda Bilmes of Harvard University 
place the total cost of the war to America at more than a trillion dollars.

vide a more complete reckoning of 

the costs ofthe Iraq war than have 
previously been provided, using standard 
economic and budgetary frameworks. Of 
Course, д final tally will have to wait the 
end, and even the President (George W 
Bush] has made it clear that there is no 
clear end in sight. And even then, it will be 
years before we can be sure about whether 
Dur estimates of future costs—increased 
costs of recruiting or payments for disabili- 
{yor the health care costs of the injured vet- 
rans- were accurate. 

We have not been able to quantify many 
of what may turn out to be the most impor- 
tant costs of the Iraq venture. There is a val- 
че in military preparedness, and itis the 
reason for investing so heavily in defense. 
Ву most accounts, America's ability to en- 
gage ina second front at the current time is 
freatly diminished. At the beginning of the. 
War, there was a great deal of talk about 
Winning the hearts and minds of those in 
the Middle East. Recent opinion polls re- 
fleeting public opinion in the Arab world 
show that exactly the opposite has hap- 
pened. Some American businesses have 
even claimed that anti-Americanism 
Spawned by the Iraq war has had an effect 
fon their sales and profits. Americas стей 
bility has been diminished: if some time in 
the future another American President 
Were to claim that he had solid evidence 
based on intelligence that there was а 
threat, that evidence is more likely to be 
treated with skepticism. 

America has always prided itself in fighting 
for human rights; but America's credentials 
have been tarnished by Abu Ghraib and Guan- 
tanamo. These are among the many costs of the 
Trag war that we do nor attempt to quantify, but 
which should larly be counted in any asses 
ment of the war. 

We have nor included in this paper any of the 
costs bome directly by other counties, either 
directly (as a result of military excenditures) or 
indirectly (as a result ofthe increase in the price 
‘of cil) Most importantly we have not included 
the cost of the war to Iraq, either in tems of 
destruction of property (infrastrucrure, hous 
ing) or the loss of lives: Cleary including these 
would increase the cost of the war substantial- 
ly perhaps by an order of magnitude.

‘The total cost of the Iraq war rises to a staggering $1.8 trillion when the direct ex- 
penditures and the macroeconomic costs, including the increased price of oil, аге com- 
bined according to Stiglitz and Bilmes. 

Like the US and other countries, the Philippines is paying for the costs of the Iraq war 
through high ой prices. Stiglitz and Bilmes estimate that $5 to $10 of the price of a bar- 
rel of crude is due to Iraq. 

Their estimate of the total cost of the war does not include all costs borne by other 
countries, including Iraq, and costs associated with increased insecurity, reduced in- 
vestment, and lower incomes of America's trading partners to name a few.

Nur men vow 
not to attack 
US soldiers 


PANAMAO, SULU—FOLLOWERS OF JAILED 
Moro leader Nur Misuari have pledged not to at- 
tack US soldiers participating in the month-long 
humanitarian mission in the province, which is 
due to start on Feb. 6. 


Ustadz Habier Malik, who fig- 
ured in clashes against Filipino 
soldiers late last year, and six oth- 
er ranking leaders of the Moro Na- 
tional Liberation Front (MNLF), 
gave the assurance before South 
em Command deputy chief Brig. 
Gen. Benjamin Dolorfino. 

Dolorfino came here on Friday 
to deliver a letter to the local 
MNLF from Nur Misuari. 

n his letter, Misuari ordered 
MNLF leaders in Sulu to “maintain 
peace and security in the island” 
‘while the Balikatan Humanitarian 
program is being conducted. 

in the lettes, the jailed Moro 
leader said the Balikatan would 
only focus on the conduct of “med- 
ical and engineering civic actions 
forthe benefit of the people." 

He said MNLF forces should 
“stay put in their camps to avoid 
any untoward incident.” 

At least 200 US troops, mostly 
doctors and engineers, would be 
arriving here for the mission that

M Naboc village in Monkayo, Compostela Valley 
want to survive the hardships of life without 
leaving their community. So when they learned that a 
corn mill was arriving to help increase their chances of 
surviving, everyone in the tribe came to see it. 


Even Cantic Lantaw, 60, who 
rarely leaves his home, went 
down from the mountains to the 
village center to witness the 
turnover of the corn mill donated 
to them. 

"tis only now that I found rea- 
son to go down here,” Lantaw 
said 

; He said that most of the young 
members of their tribe go down 
tothe town center to process corn 
or to look for jobs, leaving only 
the elders like him in their com- 
munity, 

On the day of its arrival, all of 
the community members, 
notwithstanding the arduous 
ll-hour trek, participated in 
transporting the heavy load to 
the village. The women pre- 
pared the food. Children 


brought drinking water for the 
more than 20 men who carried 
the heavy dismantled metal 
parts of the corn mill. Some 
‘men helped clear the road of 
grass and trees. They crossed 
slippery creeks and rivers, 
walked on rough road, and 
climbed boulders and steep 
slopes. It took two days for the 
corn mill to arrive in Purok 
Bermuda in the village of 
Naboc where it was set up.

Struggling artists find

FILIPINO ARTISTS HAVE FOUND A HAVEN, 
right in the heart of Rizal Park. 

"The "Kanlungan ng Sining” may not be as 
famous as other landmarks in Manila, but 
many young, aspiring artists consider the 
green-canopied structure their home. 

Tt is also where officials of the country’s 

art organization, the Art Association 
ofthe Philippines (AAP), hold office. 

For an entrance fee of PS, visitors to the 
Kanlungan may leaf through art books and 
periodicals in che reading comer or view the 
ап work on display at the AAP Gallery. They 
may also attend art exhibits, performances 
and lectures or hobnob with artists and arten- 
thusiasts from ай over the country. 

‘But more than showcasing various visual 
delights, the Kanlungan ng Sining, true to its 
name, has served as а refuge of sorts for 
artists, especially for those still struggling to 
make it in the art wor 

"We have to help them. I know how it feels 
when you're just new in the industry. You 
know what they say about the life ofa painter, 
theres no money here," said AAP president 
Fidel Sarmiento, a painter who has won nu- 
merous prizes for his highly realistic render- 
ings of old colonial houses. 

Right now, there are at least 20 out-of- 
school youth, all aspiring artists, who have 
turned the center into a temporary home. 

"Instead of wasting their time or keeping. 
themselves busy with vices and bad company, 
we encourage them to just come here so they 
can improve their artistic skills,” Sarmiento 
said 

‘One of his “wards,” the AAP president said, 
was a problem child who was full of angst al- 
though he showed a lot of promise artistically

Things You Need to Know 
About Bird Flu 


The bird fiu virus currently sweeping across Asia has already caused much scare in both poultry industry 
Ind the consuming public. The virus has swept through poultry populations in East and Southeast Asia. 
Fens of millions of chickens have either died or been slaughtered. 


1n Southeast Asia, only Philippines, Brunei and Singapore remain free from bird flu virus. A number of 
people have died in China, Thailand and Vietnam because of this virus. Even Indonesia, North Korea, 
Cambodia, Hong Kong and Laos are already affected. Japan, Malaysia and South Korea have been hit 
by the virus but were able to control the outbreak. 


But how deadly is the bird flu virus and where did it come from? What should we do to avoid the 
spread of this disease? 


Bird Flu or Highly Pathogenic Avian Influenza is caused by Avian influenza Type A virus and is widespread 
among wild birds particularly wild geese, ducks and swans.

Some of the 
places where migratory birds make a regular “stopover” include Manila Bay coastal areas, Olango Island 
Pf Cebu. Candaba Swamps in Pampanga, Batanes Island, Buguey Island in Cagayan Valley and the coastal 
wetlands in Mindanao. 


Large amounts of the virus are excreted in bird droppings, nasal secretions and aerosol droplets 

lafbsenza virus can be transmitted by direct contact between infected and susceptible birds or via 

Indirect contact through contaminated clothing, footwear, feeders, farm equipments, etc. 

Experts agree that the problem can be minimized if only strict biosecurity is implemented: 

1. Keep stray animals, birds and other fowls out of poultry houses. For outdoor raised poultry, no 
aP estie ducks and free-range poultry must have access to migratory birds areas, especially 
wetlands 


2. Control personnel movement within and around the farm. Limit visitors to farms particularly 
those who have come from Al-affected countries. 


3. Disinfect materials, people and equipment entering the farm. Set up biosecurity control points 
in the farm: gates, shower rooms, footbaths, fumigation boxes.

Murtry and Diana Ossana), and Best 
Original Song for Gustavo Santaolalla 
and Bernie Taupin's "A Love That Will 
Never Grow Old.” 

For her part, Felicity Huffman 
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bagged the Best Dramatic Actress plum 
for her similarly edgy portrayal of a 
man preparing to undergo a sex change.

To round out the Golden Globes trio of 
gender benders, Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man played gay playwright Truman 
Capote in a bio-pic and romped off with 
the Best Dramatic Actor trophy.

ARLY Tuesday morning, while using her 
nebulizer at home, Justice Celing Palma 
had difficulty breathing and lapsed into un- 
consciousness. Fortunately, her grand- 
daughter, pulmonologist Dr. Annielou, was 


around. 

Quickly, the family called for an ambulance 
from St. Luke's Medical Center, thinking that this 
was just one of her asthma attacks. However, un- 
like in the past when the ambulance would arrive 
in a few minutes, this time, it rook 30 minutes to 
getto their home just two blocks away. At the hos- 
pital, the medical staff did all they could to med- 
ically revive her. The family was informed that the 
brain had been deprived of oxygen for almost an 
hour. Under similar circumstances, they were 
told, any patient who survives is reduced to a 
mere vegetable. 

The huddled members of the family, daughter. 
Pearl and son Tadeo and his wife Lita, debated 
‘whether they should ask the doctors to take extraor- 
dinary measures to revive her. But they were held 
back by their mother’s strong injunction to spare 
her any more suffering if it was her time to go. 

Brilliant academic record 

When I rushed to her side, her condition had 
not improved, and a priest was administering the 
sacrament of extreme unction. Testing her reflex- 
ез, the doctor shook his head and told the family 
that they would soon administer a test to deter- 
mine if she still had some brain activity. But before 
they could attach the electrodes to her head, all 
monitoring devices ceased to function. At 5:55 on 
the afternoon of Jan. 2, at age 92, she was gone. 

My icon was gone! Justice Cecilia Muñoz Palma 
һай always been my ideal since my youthful days. 1 
knew about her brilliant academic record at the UP 
College of Law. We have in our family album a pic- 
ture showing two debating teams in formal attire. My 
late father, Pedro B. Pineda, was with the team that 
lost to the formidable team of then Cecilia Muñoz. 

During the 31 years that Justice Muñoz Palma 
served in the government, of which 24 years were 
in the judiciary, she was an exemplary public ser- 
vant—not in the traditional mold of doing what 
‘was expected of her by her superiors, but as an

outspoken, articulate defender of right 
and righteous causes. Never mind if 
her stance was unpopular with the ma- 
jority. As she once declared, “When 
‘matters of conscience are at issue, one 
must be prepared to espouse and em- 
brace a rightful cause, however unpop- 
ular it may be.” 

‘The years that Justice Palma sat as 
justice of the Supreme Cour, 
from1973 to 1978, were tumultuous 
ones. At every turn of the road, the jus- 
tices were being prevailed upon, or 
more accurately, pressured, to uphold 
the legitimacy of President Marcos’ 
martial law or, as he described it, “con- 
stitutional authoritarianism,” an oxy- 
moron if ever there was one. 

As the first woman appointed to the. 
High Court, Justice Palma, often with 
Justice Claudio Teehankee, registered 
vigorous, impassioned dissents in 
three martial law cases: the Diokno 
habeas corpus case that never saw the 
light of day but accomplished its pur- 
pose of releasing the senator after 731 
days; the Ninoy Aquino case, and one

Explosive opinion 

Her opinion on the Diokno case was 
written “on the run,” regardless of the 
obvious peril to her own person and 
that of her family, From her office 
where she started writing it, Justice 
Palma proceeded to her son's home 
with her secretary Lita and the refer- 
ence materials she needed. After sub- 
mitting it to che office of the Chief Jus- 
tice, she sought refuge in the cloisters 
of St. Scholastica's College, there to 
await developments, even as her male 
colleagues were frantically looking for 
her to head off this explosive opinion. 

When her husband followed her to 
their son's home and inquired why 
she was “in hiding,” she told them 
about her dissenting opinion and the 
arguments that supported it. Both

husband and son then told her to go 
ahead with her decision. Said Dean 
Rodong Palma: “If this means our go- 
ing to the mountains, Lam ready to do 
so."

(OME doctors have all the luck. Most of 
them end a day of consultations by get- 
ting into a car and driving off into some 
traffic-choked highway. For 33-year-old 

х Maria Cristina “Girlie” Teotico, other- 
wise known as Doc Girlie, leaving her 
clinic means traipsing a short distance to 
one of the most beautiful beaches on 
earth, For this island doctor, work means 
curing the sick of Boracay, whether they 
be sun-stroked vacationers or sick chil- 


dren from poor communities on the oth- 


er side of the popular vacation spot. 

Children first brought this member of the 
University of the Philippines College of 
Medicine Class of 1997 to her postcard-pretry 
home turf 

She was still in medical school, having grad. 
uated cum laude from her pre-med biology 
course, when she first set foot on the white 
sand, It was for a day of R and R after an im- 
mersion program for the International Physi 
cians for the Prevention of Nuclear War in Iba- 
jay, Aldan in 1996. “We had visited children of 
war, kids whose parents were involved in the o. 
cal conflict then between the NPA and the army, 
to try and see how this affected them in their 
daily lives,” Teotico recounts. 

Huge impression 

The visit made such a huge impression on her 
that later, feeling restless, she would cut short her 
residency at the Philippine General Hospital 
(РОН), where she was training to become a sur- 
geon, to eventually open the Metropolitan Doc. 


tors Medical Clinic in Boracay in 1999. 
ico would later become the first 
Filipina to train in Hyperbaric Medicine 
at Hyperbarics International in Key 
rgo, Florida and the Hyperbaric Unit 
at the Albert Hospital in Melbourne, 
‘Australia. Its a specialization that 
comes in handy when faced with the 
possibility of scuba diving accidents as 
tourists descend upon Boracay every 
year. 
he island is a social equalizer,” 
Teotico notes. “Rich or poor, everyone is 
barefoot, walking around enjoying sun, 
send, wind and nature. There is no ой 
er place in the Philippines where you 
are not judged by what car you drive 
and what brand you are wearing, but 
simply for who you are and how you 
it the people around you. For me, 
this is one of the great attractions of t 
island.” It helps that all patients across 
the board also get treated to Teotico's 
wonderful bedside manner, what with 
her soft, sing-song voice and gentle 
With the clinic open 24 hours, she 
handles a wide variety of ilinesses, and 
has had to think out of the box. "Apart 
from the run-of-the-mill coughs, colds 
and diarrhea, we've have viral my- 
carditis, viral encephalitis, deep vein 
thrombosis, strokes, heart attacks.” But 
she frequently reminds herself that a 
hospital is “just a building," Teotico says. 
“Ifyou have the right personnel and the 
right equipment, much of what can be 
done in the hospital can be done outside 
of it” 


Trailblazers 


"Thus, she has conducted CPR and de. 
livered babies on the beach, and su- 
tured lacerations on the dance floor 
“because the patient refused to leave 
the bar!" Thats why theres no such 
thing as a really "normal" day. But prac- 
tice here has its rewards. "There is 
something about working in a small 
community where people know you 
and you know everyone. You are really 
part of their lives.” 

City girl 

Boracay seems an unlikely address 
for this erstwhile city girl, who was 
born and raised in Sta. Cruz, Manila by 
her mother after her father died when 
she was just a toddler. "My mom was re- 
ally a big influence in my decision to 
take up medicine,” she says. “Every 
time she would introduce me to her 
friends, she would always say, This is 
my daughter Girlie, she's going to be a 
doctor when she grows up. It was very 
effective conditioning.” 

Аз а child, she already loved the 
beach, and remembers sunburns ac- 
quired during family jaunts to 
Matabungkay. Participation in outreach 
and mission work during high schoo! at 
St. Scholastica's prepared her for med- 
ical outreach and immersion programs 
in med school, which saw her living in 
coastal towns like Molinete in Laurel 

û Batangas, at the foot of Taal Lake, and 
Dumaran Island in Palawan. 

“Adjusting to life on an island was not 
as hard as people think it was. Fate was 
kind enough to prepare me." 

Fate has also given Teotico other rea- 
sons to cherish the island, as she met 
her husband, “the love of my life,” pilot. 
and businessman Rolly Ching, right 
there on the beach. “The funny thing is 
that my husband is also from Mani 
and would often visit the places that 1 
frequented, but here is where our paths 
crossed.” It wasn't love at first sight, but 
he was persistent, and the two were 
married on the beach in 2000. 


ок CANO PATHIENDE 


Today, it’s sort of a long-distance 
thing; Ching is based in Manila and 
comes to Boracay twice a month, while 
"Teotico goes to Manila once a month, 
although they talk every day “We're 
like boyfriend and girlfriend," she says. 
She's also a doting mom to her stepkids, 
Ching’s children Don, Mickey and Max- 
ine, aged 10, 9 and 7, who go to school 
in Boracay. "They have really been such 
a blessing in my life,” Teotico says, “and 
love them dearly.” 

Medical missions 

Although being a doctor is “a 24/7 
job? there's much time for recreation. 
"When she's not seeing patients, Teotico 
does yoga, scuba dives, takes walks on 
the beach and never gets tired of watch- 
ing the sunset. She has also been the 
moving force behind a regular medical 
mission among Aklan's poorer commu- 
nities, bringing in her colleagues from 
PGH and looking for resorts to sponsor.

То be sure, paradise isn't always per- 
fect. “I do get cabin fever every so often, 
as there are just some days when you 
wish there wasn't any sand on your bed, 
and you miss going to the mall. But it 
helps that Manila is just an hour away. It 
also helps when my friends come over to 
visit and I take them around. It makes me 
realize how blessed I am, and this stops 
me from taking things for granted." 

Teotico also appreciates the many dif- 
ferent perspectives she has been ex- 
posed to in Boracay, and considers her 
work as resident doctor at the world- 
class Mandala Spa a big eye-opener. "I 
opened my eyes to a different aspect of 
delivering health care. As a doctor 
trained in western medicine, 1 was 
trained to use logic and science to inves- 
tigate and explain phenomena. But we 
must treat our patients as a whole, and 
not just look at the disease.” 

Combining Westem and alternative 
medicine has helped her treat patients 
beter, she says; the two schools of thought. 
are nor contradictory but complementary. 

Thus, Teotico is likely to prescribe 
herbal supplements along with standard 
medications, and suggests organic fare 
over chemically-loaded food. For clients 
undergoing Mandala's acclaimed and 
occasionally life-changing detox pro 
grams, Teotico is on call, monitoring vi- 
tal signs and offering encouragement as 
their bodies adjust to the cleanup.

"The movie, about two petty criminals who wanted to 
hit the big time by planning a kidnapping that went 
awry, “was supposed to be a different movie, with Ryan 
Eigenmann in Winston's role,” says first-time film direc- 
tor Mario Cornejo, 30, who also wrote the script with 
Coreen "Monster" Jimenez, 30. But Eigenmann was un- 
available for the seven-day shoot, forcing Cornejo to call 
for auditions 

“In our minds, the dialogue was kinda kenkoy (funny), 
but a little pa-cool. Then this guy Winston came in and 
when he read it, the tone of the movie changed. It be- 
came more streetwise, more Pinoy, and not so cool any- 
more.” 

Nor Domingo, who plays Danny's cohort in the movie, 
was around when Winston read for the part. When he 
left, Nor exclaimed, “S'an nanggaling yon?!?

Abit of craziness 

It was Seiko boss Robbie Tan, who also volunteered to 
line-produce for the Cinemalaya festival, who asked 
Winston to audition for the role.

Which accounts too for his spotty 
showbiz career. Winston was discovered 
by directors Maryo J. delos Reyes and 
Clod Robinson as a high school student at 
Jose Rizal College in Mandaluyong. Un- 
der Maryo's tutelage, Winston, who then 
went by his real name, worked for Regal, 
and was often cast in villain roles in a 
number of action drama movies includ- 
ing “Sambahin ang Ngalan Mo" with Ed- 
die Garcia and Jomari Yllana and “Kahit 
Kailan" with Richard Gomez.

Such roles caused much more hand- 
wringing in his Adventist community 
and has kept Winston in frequent disap- 
pearing acts, trying to balance his duties 
to religion with his duties to self.

OR the record, Laurenti Dyogi is not the voice 

/a on the runaway hit of a reality show 

joy Big Brother" (PBB). That speaking part 

jelongs to a noncelebrity who had to audition 

r the role that has had millions speculating on 

his true identity since the show aired on ABS- 
CBN last August. 

Still, helming the hot primetime series where cameras 
capture the every move of 13 total strangers cohabiting 
for 111 days has prompted Dyogi to behave, well, the 
way any kuya would. If Dyogi, a TV and movie director 
who serves as one of the producers on PBB, wasnt 
watching the housemates on monitors, he was thinking 
about them on Sunday, his day off 

“You somehow become very protective of them,” 
says Dyogi, who worried whenever female housemates 
undressed under the watchful eyes of PBB's mostly 
male crew, or when housemate Bob de la Cruz sudden- 
ly fainted and was forced to withdraw from the show 
for health reasons. “That's why whenever 1 come 
across negative comments about the housemates on 
the Net or in social gatherings, 1 get so affected! They 
don't deserve to be criticized so much. They're just be- 
ing true to themselves.” 

Sentimental 

Indeed, given the amount of time, energy and emo- 
tions he's invested in the show during the last six 
months, it's almost as if Dyogi was a housemate him- 
self—so much so that when the monitors were shut off 
and the house was vacated after the finals in December, 
the director couldn't help but feel just a little sentimen- 
tal 

“Malungkot din (1 feel sad, too)," he says, smiling. "But 
more than that, Pm so relieved that it's over and that it 
was a success. 1 don't think I could have lasted another 
week.” 

Fans of the Netherlands-based reality show that has 
spawned versions in almost 30 countries certainly ac- 
cord him the “housemate” treatment. Virtually recog- 
nized wherever he goes these days, Dyogi has taken to 
wearing a cap whenever he's in crowded places like 
the mall (though it doesn’t help when the shows 
theme, “Pinoy Ako" by Orange N Lemons is playing in 
the background). And the simple act of crossing the 
street that separates the PBB house from his ABS-CBN 

offices now takes longer than it used to, as 
the director has learned to gra- 
ciously give in to admirers’ re- 
quests for photo ops and pecks

That he was born out of wedlock, 
meanwhile, was something he would 
know soon after. Dyogi, who was 12 
when he was introduced to his half 
brothers in a Chinese restaurant, 
would only see his father during lunch. 
As an elementary and high school stu- 
dent at Letran, Lauren remembers 
crossing Jones Bridge to hi 

fice, where he would take 

noon. “And I just had to sign for them 
because the people knew who my fa 
ther was.” 

Withdrawn and insecure 

Although he accepted the strange 
set-up, Dyogi (who also grew up with 
siblings from his mother's previous re- 
lationship) became quiet, withdrawn 
and insecure. Art became his means of 
expression, and he got so good ar it, he 
set his sights on an architecture degree 
at the University of the Philip- 
pines—only to enroll in Mass Commu- 
nications with the intention of shifting 
later on. “Clearly a sign of insecurity,” 
he admits today. 

Nevertheless, he graduated cum 
laude and took on a series of jobs 
(camp and commercial model, usher 
at the Cultural Center of the Philip. 
pines, talent for the Channel 13 gag

ABS-CBN in 1989. His 

first job for the giant net- 

work: transcribing lyrics for the 
variety show “Tonight With Dick 
and Carmi.” "I was so bad at it,” 
laughs Dyogi, “I just got away with 
it by being pa-cute.

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dressing at the time.” 
Dyogi, who stood out partly for 


his towering height and partly be- 
caùse he was one of the few men in 
the then booming broadcast industry, 
worked his way from the bottom up, 
securing people's confidence along 
the way. He trained under director 
Johnny Manahan, and got a vote of 
confidence from network bigwig 
Charo Santos Concio. When he con- 
templated quitting for greener pas 
tures in Singapore, it was 
ABS-CBN chair Gabby 
Lopez who asked him to 
stay. 

Years before earning his 
corporate designation as 
business unit head and 
VP for entertainment, 
Dyogi made a name 
for himself as a TV

Ironically, it was in reality shows 
where the director would make his 
mark. As one of the three jurors of Star 
Circle Quest, Dyogi admits that his 
stern demeanor was all a front; truth 
be told, he was probably more nervous 
than the aspiring entertainers of the 
popular talent search. “Tm really seri- 
ous when I work, but on the first taping 
day of SCQ, I was so scared, 1 didn't 
even know what маз saying!" he ex- 
claims with a laugh. 

And then there's PBB. Pitched by his 
UP professor and fellow business unit 
head Linggit Ten, who saw how power- 
ful the show was when she was vaca 
tioning in Australia, “Big Brother” ap- 
pealed instantly to ABS-CBN's bosses. 
Dyogi, however, found it too adult and 
un-Pinoy for Filipino audiences. “It’s 
hard to handle. ir takes a certain maru- 
rity, authority and courage to do. 1 
mean, you cant predict anything or 
plan too far” 

“100 seconds’ 

Nevertheless, Dyogi appears to have 
found his niche. Of the show's many in- 
novations, PBB's “100 seconds" (where 
а housemate has a little over a minute 
to make physical contact with an out- 
sider in the house's confessional room) 
is his contribution, аз is the catchy an- 
them which he chose during crunch 
time while combing through CDs at 
National Book Store Quezon Avenue. 

Needless to say, the executives at 
Endemol (the company responsible 
for “Big Brother" and other shows like

Come Satur- 
day, and with an hour to kill before he 
fetches his little girl from voice lessons, 
Dyogi will either get a scalp treatment 
or foot spa at his local barber. "My dad 
does this. Now I can't believe lm doing 
it, tool" 

"Survivor" 

Ifhe watches TV at all, i's— surprise, 
surprise—reality shows that pique his 
interest. "I prefer ‘Amazing Race’ over 
"Survivor" he says. "And I'm trying to 
watch "The Apprentice.” 

Perhaps it's reality TV's stripped- 
down style that spurs Dyogi to en- 
sure that his next film won't be any- 
thing like his first. "When people say 
they remember my first movie for the 
camera work but not for the story, I 
decided to do away with all the crane 
shots and the dollys and focus on 
making movies that are simple and 
well told," he says. “I'm still working 
on it, but hopefully my future films 
will be heartfelt and straight to the 
point.” 

Big Brother would definitely ap- 
prove.
